Dear Valerie: 

At INBIFO we have two databases with bibliographic information: 

First, we have DOCUMENTUM - a full text retrieval database also used in Neuchatel - for institution-wide access. The 
database includes all the literature ordered by our scientists and INBIFO/CRC publications with bibliographic information 
and PDF files for full text retrieval. Hedda Jachimsky is responsible for input into and administration of DOCUMENTUM. 
This database is used for citations in study protocols/reports. 

Second, I maintain an MS Access database only for INBIFO/CRC publications. It was established a few years ago 
because of several special requirements by Wolf Reininghaus for tracking, sorting, and planning of publications. The 
database contains hyperlinks to the PDF files in DOCUMENTUM, It you use MS access I can send you a copy of my 
database (without the hyperlinks) including queries and reports. 

I hope this information is of help to you.
